HOOVER AND THE ADMINISTRATION. 


“There is no need for despair of the fu­ 
ture of Europe,” says Secretary Hoover, “if 
it can maintain peace. Its hard-working 
population, its tremendous industries, its 
enormous productivity and its magnificent 
intelligence, its fabulous development of 
skill and 
scientific 
knowledge 
are vital 
forces that must win if they have half a 
chance.” 
Mr. Hoover mentioned these things in 
elaborating his contention that the allied 
nations* war 
debts 
to the United States 
can be repaid without 
undue 
strain and 
within a reasonable period of time. 
The 
growth of American sentiment in favor of 
cancellation has been due mainly to the in­ 
creasing belief 
that Europe 
cannot pay 
these debts or at least 
cannot 
pay them 
■ without a degree 
of strain 
which 
must 
greatly retard her recovery. 
This has led 
many to the conclusion that cancellation in 
whole or in part would contribute mightily 
to world-wide economic 
recovery. 
There 
. would be very little support for any cancel­ 
lation proposal— involving, 
as 
any such 
: proposal must involve, danger of the un­ 
dermining of the whole fabric of interna­ 
tio n a l credit— if it could be shown that the 
debts can be paid without excessive strain, 
as Mr. Hoover contends. 
The secretary of commerce 
probably 
speaks for 
the 
administration in setting 
forth this view of the war debts question. 
It is important to note that he conditions 
Europe’s ability to pay upon the mainten­ 
ance of peace in Europe. 
That is a vital 
•proviso. 
If the maintenance of peace in 
** Europe will enable the allied nations to pay 
us what they owe us without dangerous 
strain upon themselves and within a rea­ 
sonable period of time, then certainly the 
^maintenance of peace in Europe is of very 
great importance to us. 
Has not Mr. Hoover in this utterance 
given expression to a powerful condemna­ 
tion of the whole foreign policy of the ad­ 
ministration? 
He has affirmed our very 
great interest in the maintenance of Euro­ 
pean peace, and yet this administration has 
; persistently refused to do anything to help 
maintain European peace although it has 
-been and is within our power to do a vast 
deal towards that end. We have stood idly 
by through recurrent crises and have seen 
-th e peace of Europe trembling in the bal­ 
ance, and we still stand aside and refuse to 
take the helpful part that we could take al­ 
though the danger to European peace is, if 
anything, 
greater 
now 
than it was six 
months ago. 
Mr. Hoover's text was the war debts, but 
his speech was an exposure of the folly of 
‘the whole theory and practice of the ad- 
. ministration’s policy in regard to Europe. 


of a small group of big Wall street bank­ 
ers. 
Friends of the branch-bank idea can 
see no reason for all this dismay in the mere 
fact that certain banks find they can make 
more money and serve their communities 
better by setting up branch offices for the 
convenience of customers living in outlying 
sections of the city or smaller towns in ad­ 
jacent territory. 
The controversy, which 
has been simmering in banking circles for 
many months boiled over at the recent con­ 
vention of the American Bankers Associa­ 
tion in New York City, which finally went 
on record as disapproving branch banking 
on the ground that it is “contrary to public 
policy, violates the basic principles of our 
government, and concentrates the credits 
of the nation and the power of money in 
the hands of a few.” 
The situation which 
led to the adoption of this drastic resolu­ 
tion is thus summarized by The American 
Banker (New York), which is decidedly on 
the anti-branch bank side of the Tence: 
‘‘National banks 
are 
prohibited from 
having branches by law*, though hitherto 
some have gotten around the law* by ab­ 
sorbing state banks and turning them and 
their branches into branch 
offices of the 
national bank. 
.“There are twenty-two states w’hich per­ 
mit trust companies and state-chartered 
banks to 
have 
branches. 
Because such 
states as Ohio, Michigan and California 
permit state institutions to have branches, 
national banks are being crowded off the 
map. 
So, in order to meet the competition 
the present comptroller has given a liberal 
interpretation to 
the 
National Banking 
Act, and has authorized national banks to 
open additional offices in states that per­ 
mit branch banking. 
“To stop 
the 
multiplication of branch 
banks effectively not only must congress 
adopt a drastic act prohibiting them, but 
the legislatures of twenty-two states must 
do the same.”

"THE RIDDLE OF THE POISONED 
CLOVES" 
T 
HE author of even the most sen­ 
sational type of detective stories 
would probably balk at introducing 
Into his fictional romances the means 
of murder generally supposed to have 
been used to accomplish the death of 
Jane, queen of Navarre, for here was 
an instrument of death worthy of the 
Borgias—a pair of poisoned gloves 
which left not the slightest trace of 
their deadly purpose. 
Just previous to her death, the queen 
came to Paris to attend the ceremonies 
connected with the marriage of her son, 
the prince of Navarre, to Margaret, 
steter of the French king. 
While en­ 
gaged with preparations for the ap­ 
proaching ceremony, Queen Jane was 
overtaken 
with 
a 
malignant 
fever 
which ended her life after an Illness 
of only five days, and Nathaniel W rax- 
well, in his “Memories of the Kings 
of France,” writes: 
“The Multitude, 
ever disposed to attribute the death 
of 
great 
personages 
to 
unnatural 
causes, held to the belief that poison 
had been used in this case. 
A per­ 
fumer named Kane, who had followed 
the queen mother from Florence, of 
which place he was a native, was ac­ 
cused as the author of the crime, and 
It is stated that he even avowed him­ 
self as such, and boasted of it pub­ 
licly—declaring that those who had 
instigated the crime woald protect him 
from punishment. 
Some perfumed gloves, which Queen 
Jane had purchased from this Floren­ 
tine, are generally credited with hav­ 
ing been the medium through which 
the poison was administered, and Cath­ 
erine de Medici was freely named as 
the Instigator of the murder, though 
no direct proof that she was ever con­ 
nected with rha affair has ever come to 
light. 


Wrarwell, continuing his account of 
the strange illness of the queen, states 
that “Davilla asserts, in the most posi­ 
tive terms, that the queen of Navarre 
was poisoned. 
The deadly dose was 
administered, it was reported, in the 
trimming of a pair of gloves, but in 
a manner so imperceptible and in so 
nice a proportion that after having 
worn them for only n few days til® 
queen mother was seized with R 'io 
lent fever, whit!* pu» an end to her 
life In five days ” 
When news of the death of the queen 
mother reached the Huguenots, whoso 
cause Queen Jan© had espoused, they 
instantly made lh© charge of foul play, 
and the king, cognizant of the fact 
that the poison had left no traces, or­ 
dered the body to he publicly exam­ 
ined. 
Historians whose accounts are 
accepted as authoritative deciare that 
the two persons who examined the 
queen’s body were not permitted to 
touch her head, where It was supposed 
that traces of the poison were still vis­ 
ible, and D Aublgne makes no secret 
of the statement that the queen was 
murdered—though he is rather \ague 
as to the means used. 
During lier entire life Queen Jane 
had been subject 
to violent head­ 
aches, attended by an extreme itch­ 
ing 
sensation, 
and 
repeatedly 
ex­ 
pressed the wish that tile cause of 
this malady might he looked in*o, 
with the Intention of relieving her 
children If they should be subject to 
the same disorder. 
This ninj h.i^e 
explained the reluctance of the king 
to permit an examination of the head 
of the queen motlier, though popular 
opinion at the time lays it to fear of 
the discovery of the poison used to 
hasten the death of a strong-minded 
woman who was extremely antagon­ 
istic to many of the ruling Catholic 
families of Europe. 
In spite of the death of Queen Jane, 
the royal nuptials were celebrated at 
the cathedral of Notre Dame, Margaret 
of Navarre being in the full bloom of 
her youth, and just at the completion 
of her twentieth year, inheriting the 
full charm of her grandmother. Mar­ 
garet of Valois, the mother of the 
queen, whose death is attributed to 


the pair of poisoned gloves. 
Apart 
from the unusual instrument supposed 
to have been used In this case, mystery 
also surrounds the type of poison used, 
for there Is no chemical known to sci­ 
ence 
which 
would 
produce 
death 
without a trace merely by application 
to the outside of the skin, and the 
tragedy took place several centuries 
before the discovery of the existence 
of bacteria—though the Borgias are 
commonly credited with having known 
more about some types of poisons and 
germs than even the scientists of mod­ 
em timely

What’s The Matter With 
Marriage

SNOBS 
To call people Snobs in an indis­ 
criminate manner is a very general 
habit. 
And they are so designated 
for three reasons—either 
because 
they really are Snobs—or because 
those of their own station are jeal­ 
ous of their desire to rise ;or be­ 
cause,—in their desire to rise, they 
have been ruthless. 
Now what is a Snob?—you may 
ask. 
And I woald reply that a snob 
is a different thing under different 
circumstances, 
but 
in 
general 
a 
Snob means someone 
who 
wishes 
for the acquaintance 
of 
those 
in 
great situations so that he—the snob 
—may be more highly valued by the 
rest of the community for his sup­ 
posed intimacy with the illustrious, 
who, in whatever circle 
the 
snob 
moves in. are considered to be 
the 
supreme fountain of honour. 
For this reason 
the 
true 
snob 
pays no attention to intrinsic worth, 
so long as the person he desires to j 
know possesses prestige. Either the , 
prestige which colossal wealth gives j 
—or fame, or high rank, or fashion 
—even if the highly placed one 
is j 
personally distasteful, it makes 
no i 
difference to the snob— but he would 
not tody one of the oldest family for 
instance, if he or she were unappre­ 
ciated by the rest of his 
acquain­ 
tances or were under a cloud, or out 
of fashion,—nor would riches draw 
him, unless the riches had elevated 
the posessor into the desired circle. 
The criterion invariably being the 
grade in the estimation of the socie­ 
ty the snob adorns, which the per­ 
son he intends to tody, occupies. 
Thus Snobbery is not confined to 
so called society, it can demonstrate 
in every class from the most exalt­ 
ed, where the .fountain of honour is 
the King—to the 
country 
village, 
where the circle of the grocer and 
his wife, may be the ne plus ultra. 
Indeed, this little incident which 
came under my personal notice long 
ago in a village illustrates the spirit 
of true snobberism. There were two 
girls who 
were 
schoolmates—and 
dear friends—one was a poor orphan 
who became a little servant, and the 
other the daughter of a man who 
sold rabbit skins and bits of old iron 
and so on. 
The girls continued to 
be equals until one unhappy day, the 
rabbit-skin-seller bought an autidelu- 
vian piano. 
After that his daughter 
could not know a little servant! 
It 
would have reflected upon the new­ 
ly acquired advance in the social 
world! 
A Snob is always occupied with 
externals—seemings in 
short, 
and 
not with realities. 
The Snob is an 
egotist, solicitious as to every trifle 
which can be turned to his own ad­ 
vantage. . He will 
kick 
over 
old 
friends without a qualm, if they are 
hindering his own advance, or new 
ones, should he discover they cannot 
be the aid he hoped that they could, 
wThen he made their acquaintance. 
He will put up with 
snobs 
and 
slights, from those already in 
the 
haven of his desire—and 
shows a 
tenacity of purpose worthy 
of 
a 
finer end. 
The true snob is a cal­ 
culator—he has 
brain 
enough 
for 
that. He calculates the effect of his 
actions beforehand, and 
does 
not 
waste his sweetness on the desert 
air. But nothing can be kinder 
or 
more painstaking than he can be to 
some great personage, and he never 
losses sight of 
his 
aim—namely, 
that he may be one of the elect, be 
that elect political, social, or artistic. 
He will do everything for, 
and 


suffer everything from, a great per­ 
sonage, whom he may even 
really 
dislike. 
His purse, his heart, arid 
his syrapatny are always open for . 
such a one! 
A true snob is ashamed of his or­ 
igin, he is uncomfortable when hav­ 
ing to recognize old 
acquaintances 
in humble positions, if he is in the 
company of the exalted. 
He is in­ 
solent to his social 
inferiors, 
and 
cringing to superiors. But there are 
many people dubbed snobs who ara 
not real snobs at all—but who have 
a natural leaning 
towards 
things 
more 
pleasant, 
more 
refined, 
or 
more intellectual, than they can ob­ 
tain in the circle of their owru famil­ 
ies—and so they are drawn instinc­ 
tively towards those in higher sta­ 
tions, who live amongst 
surround­ 
ings which are sympthetic to them. 
*” 
These people would not be attract­ 
ed by the richest and most success- 
I 
ful millionaire, who had reached the 
top most pinnacle of fashion—if h$ 
happened to be vulgar, and distaste* 
ful to them—nor would they suffer 
a Duke who was low minded and stu­ 
pid. 
Their criterion of excellence 
being not how others view aDy per­ 
son, but if that person comes up to 
their owrn standard. 
Yet all 
the 
people 
of 
their 
original 
station 
would dub them snobs the moment 
« 
they appeared no longer 
satisfied 
with them, and showed a wish for 
the society of a higher grade. 
These so-called snobs are not affect* 
ed by titles in the abstract, or place 
or power, or prestige—in shoit, they 
are concerned 
with 
realities—not 
seemings; but as birds of a feather 
flock together, so it is quite natural 
some accident of birth or circum­ 
stance has separted them from their 
kind, that they should 
endeavor— 
perhaps even unconsciously—to 
re­ 
turn to it again. 
If a mun is born with certain tastes 
' 
and sympthies which find 
compre­ 
hension and fulfillment among those 
in high places, must he be called a 
snob if he endeavours to assimilate 
himself with these—his true mates 
—any more than one born 
in high 
places should be called a snob for * 
staying 
among 
the 
people 
with 
whom he is in sympathy, and not 
preferably 
mixing 
with 
a 
class 
among whom he is ill at ease? 
The thing which determines snob­ 
bery is, if the individual 13 drawn 
by auxiliary trappings, and not by 
the sympathy with the personality. 
If for instance, John Smith of a com­ 
mercial, suburban family, and 
mil­ 
ieu, has instincts which make 
him 
more at home in the company 
of 
Henry Vere de Vere, w hom he meets 
at Oxford, we will say, and if it is 
because of this comradeship 
they 
are drawn together, is John Smith 
to be called a snob because he tries 
to remain in the company of Henry 
Vere de Vere, and not return to the 
George Browns of his youth? 
He 
would be a true snob if he wished to 
foregather with them, 
merely 
be­ 
cause they vt ere the Vere de Vere 
faction. 
But if it was the similarity 
of tastes, and not the outside things, 
he would merely be expressing his 
natural instincts, and this being his 
principle of action, he 
would 
be 
equally drawn to those in his own 
circle who chanced to possess 
the 
same kind of attractions—could he 
find them!

Even before you began to go to 
school, 
you 
probably 
did 
some 
scratching with a lead pencil. 
You 
did the best you could, and perhaps 
you thought you were making very 
good pictures. 
When 
you 
became 
older, you were able to do better and 
better. 
Possibly you at first drew 
a man as lf he were just a head fas­ 
tened to two legs (as I once observed 
some 6 year old children doing). The 
time came when you knew better. 
You 
drew a man 
with a body and 
arms, as well as a head and legs. No 
doubt you also drew in a collar, a 
tie and shirt buttons.

ly meant that either for the heart or 
for an ear. 
The mammoth had very long tusks, 
but the painting shows no tusks at 
all! 
Only two legs are to be seen— 
the earliest Stone Age artists did 
not know how to show the legs on 
the other side. 
Later paintings of mammoths in 
other caves are much more true to 
life. 
Another picture is copied from the 
wall of a French cave. 
The animal 
is a two horned rhinocerous. 
The 
hind legs w’ere made fairly distinct, 
but the front ones were run together. 
Notice the short, slanting lines above 
and below. 
They were made in an 
effort to show the thickness of tbs 
animal. 
The rhinoceros was seldom drawn 
by cave men. 
Most of the big crea­ 
tures had 
died 
off or gone south 
(over the African land bridges) by 
the time the art of painting was prac­ 
ticed in Spain and France. 
The third picture is of a galloping 
horse. 
It wTas made on the wfcli of 
a cave after Stone Age artists had 
better mastered the art of painting. 


I am trying to bring back to you 
the memory of your first attempts to 
draw because they were something 
like the first attempts of Stone Age 
persons. 
Someone learned that burnt wood 
left 
black 
marks 
when 
rubbed 
against things. 
A charred stick was 
very likely the first pencil. Later on, 
other ways to 
make 
marks 
were 
learned. 
Let us take a good look at the pic­ 
tures before us today. 
They are 
copies of sketches made on the walls 
of caves. 
Oue shows a mammoth. It 
was painted in red in a cavern near 
Pindal, Spain.

Th© ruling stressed the difference 
between the articles “the” and “a” 
in application to the phrase “living 
wage.”
